HOUSE burglaries are falling 
because people no longer 
want second-hand goods. 

Britain’s consumer culture may be 
driving a shift in crime trends, said 
the Association of Chief Police 
Officers (ACPO). 

People prefer brand-new goods, which 

means demand for stolen TVs, videos 
NE and other household items is falling. 
"| ACPO's National Strategic Assess- 
ment, which highlights major policing 
issues across the UK, said: "Several 
police forces suggest that second-hand 
goods are becoming less saleable. 

“People prefer to buy new goods, hence 
the overall reduction in house burglary.
